Proposed Alteration of the Graa Com- 
pany's Charter. 

, The Gas Company have just pclilioned the 
L^itlaturetioi pass aa act to dciiqo^ luid^. cod- 
firm tbe terms under whiob the compaay shall 
supply gas aDd. 'gathm^tlr£^Dtior the 5tb scc- 
tionof •iherVtctbrTa 'QSs'tlSinpany^'ctr l'86b ; 
and' "to declare that certain Regulutioiis, set 
fortitiD the Soheilulc tiiiuc.xcd to tbc pL-titioii, 
shall, until otberwiso ultcrcd, be binding on 
the said Company and all consiuners of gas 
supplied by the said eoinpuny ; " And lliat 
the con\puiiy nmy by a resolutioii ol' the Hoard 
of Directors, alter or vary tlio said reyuhf 
tions, or add I'urthcr regiilalioiis tliercto, pro- 
vided that such altered or additional llegula- 
tions shall not come into force mitd the same 
have been approved by the Colonial Hccrctnry 
for the time, beiog of the Colony, and until thu 
same sball liavo been publicly posted in the 
public office of the company." Now, how- 
over -wiliingrtbe public may be that the com- 
pany'siioald have the full benefit of tlieir Act 
of Incorporation, we doubt very nnah if they 
will consent to any further extension ol the 
monopoly. It therefore becomes extremely 
necessary that we should keep a sharp lonk- 
out upon any movements niado by the com- 
pany in the Lcgiskilurc. AVe are opposed to 
all monopolies on princiiile. Wo cannot scu 
what necessity there is for granting special 
privileges to the few to the exclusion of the 
many. Yet at the same time wc must admit 
it is one thing to grant a right, and another to 
take it away. The Gas Company havo quite 
a golii ' tiling of it in Ibe Oborter they now 
|/osBCffl*| 'wilb^tiieir works^ ail ,' coihpletb ' and 
retidy to supply gas, tliey haVo the cxclusivo 
control of the market for some years to come. 
It may not appear at present to bo a 
very ' great privilege, but as interest on 
money is sure to come down before long, 
those who have invested in the Company's 
stock will reap a nice reward. Itut they 
must be contented with what ihey liave al- 
ready got.' Thoy must not seek to alter tho 
contract between the Company r.iid the pub- 
lie, to the disiidvaiitage of Iho latter, as we 
fancy will be the etl'eel of :he proposeil Act. 
Let us compare the Charter or Act of ISfiO 
and the new Kegulation souhIu to be made 
law. Uy aeciion five of the former, the 
Company sball, al their own e.xpcnse, intro- 
duce into the dwelling of a person requiring 
gas a proper' service pipe with slop-cookB, 
and furnish 'a gas-meter, if re(iuire(l, for ac- 
curately measuring tho supply of gas to the 
person 'requiring the same, at a fair market 
price not exceeding the siiiii of X5 10s. ; and 
keep.BUob service pipe and gas-meter in 
proper ''order and repair; provided that il 
shall not be compulsory on llio Company to 
introduce the satiio at a distance of more 
than 50 feet from any of tlie fiiaiiis. iN'ow, 
by section four of Iho new Jlcgulatiuns, tho 
Company seek to furnish seiviee piiies of 
only 40 feet in length from the maiii.M, in- 
stead of 50 leet, as specified by the Act of 
Incorporation, leaving every additional foot 
in lenglh to be paid for as extra. The 
change sought to be made for the service 
pipe of 40 feet under the new urraiii^oinonl 
js S12 ; the proportionate rale fo:' the 10 feel 
difl'erence would bo nearly S;) atlditioiml. 
For placing or reconuecling meters the 
charge will be S2 each, and should the me- 
ters be found detceiive they will be changed. 
The Company furnish all the nieters at a 
rental of from 25 cents lo 51 per tiionlh. 
All shelves required fur llio mulers will be 
put up by the Company at the cost of the 
owner. If we lake $15 as the cost of 50 
feet of service pipe, S2 foi' a single ineter, 
S12 as the rent of same for a year, we have 
S29, or about $2 more than the maxi- 
mum charge under the old Act; but if we 
add the rent of the meter for, say three year.s, 
at S12 a year, wu have a total of S53. 
And then if we add S2 fur each change of a 
meter, wo can perceive that the Company 
will not be doing so very ill by another enact- 
ment. Another clause of the Uegulatiuns is 
that "all applications for a supply of gas 
must be made in wriling, in 'a/oiih lo be 
obtained al the office ol ihe Company, tho 
applicant signing llic same." 'j'his clause, 
we conceive, leaves an opening for the Com- 
pany to place those requiring gas completely 
under their control as to the terms of the 
contract. There is no limit whatever to 
bind the Company. Gas may be siipplicil 
under so many cramping provisoes as to 
render its supply undesirable. The form 
should be attached to the llcgulaiions, that 
the public may know its terms. 

It is, we think, quite an unusual oour.se of 
proceeding for any Corporalion lo pass by- 
laws whelher they go under tho name of 
rules and regulations or any olher name, 
that have a lendency, if ariylhing, of in- 
fringing upon the spirit and lerms of ihoir 
Charter, and then to eoiiio before tlio Legis- 
lature to have them emboiliud in oiio of 
its Aota.. But vrben that Corporation goes 
furlher'nnd seeks to have a legislative power 
conferred upon itself, which may bo adused 
for its own advantage, il is going a little too 
far. As our readers may perceive from Ihe 
portion of petition given above, the Gonipany 
seek to have it declared by the Act that 
thoj shall have Ihu power lo allcr or vari/ Itie 
said regulalions, or add lurlher reguhiiions 
iherelo, sulijecl only to iho veto ol ihe 
Colonial Secretary. \Va.s ever such u thing 
before heard of for a privale corporation, in- 
stituted for private gain, asking for power to 
bind.the. public that they may minister to 
the advantage of that Company— asking, in 
fact, that the Legislature do delegate iis 
powers to tho Gas Company and the Colonial 
Secretary A pretty slate of things, in^ed ! 
Who is the Colonial Secretary iliut oiir laws 
and our privcleges should depend upon his 
veto { And wfio are the Gas Company that 
theV.ehoulu have the ussuranco to ask for 
suclia thing? 

AVe are disposed lo allord the Company 
every facility to go on under llieir charter. 
■VVo wish no obstacle thrown in their way 
whwh.- would prevent the intention of iho 
Aot'of Inoorporalion being fully carried out

I'iUil s, M iiiiicsola, ami ilic 
KcJ llivcr Sellleiiiciil.^, lliroii;,'h '^'elluwbi'ad 
or Jx;athcr Pass ef llio Itocky Munniaiiid to 
Cariboo, arrived in this ciiy un Wcdiicscluy 
nig lit, ui)d calling on us yustcrday, luriiiihcd 
tbe (ollowiDg iutorcsliug dotuilu of tbc jour- 
ney : 

TLo pariy embraced I.IO souls iu all on 
reacliiug Korl (.iiirry, on tbc lluil Hivcr, about 
Iho 25lU oJ May. Tim train uouiiiatud of JOU 
wagODS,'',20 ^U%ra;;^jBp;;!o^^^^ I'lU men, oix> 
wonittbi'and tlireu clilldrcii. They pruuLcded 
ulouj; tlic A'^siniboine llivor, to Vuii lOlliL-e, 
'JJti miles, lliroiij^li a level couiiUy ; an iveel 
ul Ellico on tl:u Mtli .hun,- ; left on tlie Idili, 
OU tlieir way to an abamluned 11. li. loi '. 
passed near 'l oiicliwood Hills, through a level 
couutry, cuvired with groves of small poplar 
occusiunally, and dolled with lakes ol !^nlall 
size ; on (be way one of the party had a carl 
with about 800 pounib in il p:is3 over his 
liead willionl ilunii; liiin any mure injury t!mu 
sinkini; his sLiill into the mud and eultiiio' bis 
ear. Jxavin;.; Touelnvood Hills, the parly 
proceeded to i'orl Carlton, which they reached 
Ibe 1st ofJuly. 'I'he puslutnge between L'orl 
Ellice and Fori Carllou as a general thing 
was very good ; weather pleasant, with cool 
nights ; leaving Fort Carlton, which issitua'ed 
(Ul Ihe .Suskulchewau, in about lat. 'Si, lui the 
2d July, they ariived at Fort I'ltt on llio Ulli, 
having traveled through a hilly country ; pas- 
turage good, but water generally brackish and 
lad to bo strained througli ulutli.s belore lit 
. for use. '.I'be lakes .were covered with ducks 
uud geese, u'lid the travelers shot Ihciu in great 
numbers ; the waters ol the lakes were gener- 
ally suit. Un the lOlh thi-y K-R Fori I'itt, 
and on the lllh lain coninicuced to fall, and 
Boulinued for three weeks ; reached the Sas- 
katchewan Hirer, opposite Fort Kdniundton, 
on tbe 2l9t • traveliug. was very disagreeable, 
water up to tbe waist in many places ; re- 
mained at Kdniondlun one week'; sold their 
carts to the Indians and half-breeds, and ex- 
changed horses with them and packed the 
|)rovision3. The iratives have from 20 to 30 
horses each, and a lew head of. eatile ; wheat 
is grown by them. The tribes iniiabiling this 
district are the Creeks and lilackfeet, friendly 
disposed towards tbe wbitea,::but always ul 
war with each other. 

Learing Kdmouton, the party passeil 
through a half breud seltleinent at Uig Lake 
in which there ace twenty-two houses. Mr. 
McKenziu remitined at the house of a Catii- 
olio priest for a week and witnessed the 
novel night of foity lialf-breod girls, many ol' 
thein very prelly, all sealed " a-slraddio ol 
burses running races. 'J'lu! laiid in this 
vicinity is escellenl, bnl thu irihal.itanls are 
too lazy to cultivate il. Anolhei hall-brecd 
sctlluiuent_ at Lake St. Anne, fifty miles 
front Edtnuntohj contains twenty bouses. 
From Lake Si. Anne, starleJ fur Ibo Pass 
of the Rocky Muunlaiiis. The road \vai 
very bad foi the first day and many super- 
fluous atticles wore thrown away. ISe.vt 
day the road improved a liitio, but it was a 
miserable ali'air to make tha best of il, run- 
iiihij; mostly through spruce swamps and 
nikrsby grounds to tbe entrance of the Pass. 
Tfiei country was iliickly wooded — game 
scarce; no tiears and only four antelopes 
weto seen on Ihe easioni slope of the f-lucky 
Mountnins. Feeil lor aiiinuds is good. En- 
lured iliK fuss on the loili uf^^AugUSt ; tiio 
road the iirst day ran along tb'o Atliilliasca 
lUvcr and was tolerable; snow-uapt moun- 
tains tuwc.rcd bigb above tho riveron either 
side, and tho tops of many wore lost in Ilia 
elouds. The scenery wus ^rand and iiii- 
jiressive. Second day, Icfl the Alhabasea 
and crossed a very high tnunnlain and came 
in sight of Jasper, House . (a II. B, Co.'s 
post). Provisions- bad begun to run Kiiort 
allor leaving Edinoalun, and the iravelers 
were on short allowance. A huise was 
killed and enleii in the Pass, and skunk and 
musk rat, when iliey were to be luui, were 
likewise served. One of the parly fell quile 
in love with skunk-meat, preferring it to 

'''Thrdufglf''¥e*?''2l3' fAIbAved^ the Mieie 
lliver to Moose Lake, about ilie centre of 
the niuunlain. Around Muosj two days 
road was had ; nc.xi struck Cowdung Lake, 
where the mighty Fraser takes its rise. 
Tbis locality is known as the Divide, where 
the waters run east and west, I'rospected 
o:i the head waters of the Fraser and got 
good piospects of lino gold ; judged the 
diggings to bo rich, and would have re- 
muined but for the seaieily ot provisions. 
I'nslicd along lo Tele Jaune Cache, on the 
2ltli of August, which brought tho party 
tl'rough the mountains, where they rested 
for a few days. Fish was obtained Iruin 
Indians at the Caehu and eagerly eaten 
by the party, as they wore linll-starved. 
Iho Indians were few in number, JJuilt 
raits and made canoes at tho Cache, and 
soma 90 of the parly, including our two in- 
formants, sturteil down the Fraser on tho 1st 
•Sept., leaviug the reniainin^ sixty preparing 
lo follow. The river was found swift and 
deep and in many places dangerous. So 
far the parly had proceeded without losing a 
man or experieiieing any s8ti(jU3 trouble ; 
but on Ihe 'lA a melancholy accident occur- 
cd at one of the rapids, wheriiby a canoe was 
capiixcd, and Alexander - Jlubcrlson, aged 
about 25, was drowned. The accident oc- 
curred about 120 miles wust of the Tele 
Jaune Cache. Koberlson w;is Irorn Godneli, 
C. VV., where his pareiils reside. 'I'he biuly 
Was not recovered. Another caiioo wascap- 
siiced on tbe same day and all the goods 
aboard lust. On the 8lh the parly reached 
-Foirt' George, and on tho .same evcnin;' 
Eustace Fattersan, nged about years, diL i 
ol putrid sore tliro.it, and was buued on ih'; 
same day. He was the sou of a Lnudun 
(England) barrister of cuHsidei ablo uole. At 
Fort George the paity got some salmon lioiii 
the Indians, aiul the party left there on the 
lOtb.un rafts and leacbed tbe mouth of tbe 
Qu'eB(ioireLftheuie.\t ^day in' tbe uCternoon. 
0;i tbe rafts were twelve horses uud six 
oson which were brought through from 
Canada, They were sold at (iuesncUe. 
iMany Chinamon wuro observed working on 
tbe bars between Fort George and (iuusnello 
llivur— repurting §5 and $8 diggings, Sold 
the horses and beeves at this [luint, and tint 
party separated — nine proceeding to the 
mines, some going to work on the wagon- 
ri;Bd. The ()0 who romaiued behind at 'I'etc 
Juane Cucho building rafts, our inl'orniaiiis 
»ubse(]uenlly IcariieJj reached the niuulli of 
Quesiielle in safo|y,."*" " 

Our informants made the trip through 
from Turonlo to the nioutli of (iuusnelle in 
13-1 days. The two deaths iiientionod above 
are tbe only ones thai occurred on llie jour- 
ii«y-,, Thore is a great deal of line farming 
iand in the vicinity of tbe Pass on both sides 



of tilt) lubuntalna. Gold and copper pro.i> 
l.eeis were obtained on McCloUil'-i and 
Pemhina Kivcrs, on tho eastern ^lypo of Ihe 
inounlaius. Anthracite coal in great abund- 
aiiee was riniiul on Ihe Pembina, and coal 
lires woiH made. A burning coal niuuiiiain 
\va« observed here. Limn and salt abound. 
Fish was found in iheso rivers. 

The only wniuau aoconipuiiying the parly 
was a Mrs. Souper, with three ubilJren, from 
lour lo eight years oM. Tbey nro with Ibo 
•>0 lefl at tho Cache. Tliis family o.\pe- 
rieiictnl III) iiunble, and rudn in a spiing- 
wa;;on to Foil Kdiuonlon. The woman is 
spoknn ul as tho light sort for a new country. 
Our inldrmants laugh at the idea of bringing 
lij^ht wagons and four horses through by Ibis 
route, as promised by the Lundun Overland 
Transit Company. 

A nuleworthy fealura connected with 
this expedition is that an admirable system 
ol dividing the parly into cumpanics under 
c.iptains, who, in turn, were answerable lo a 
colonel for anything that wont wrong, was 
adopted. Ile^ulai'' hours fur ; starting and 
laying u;i ware observed, us well as regulari- 
ty in meals and in retiring tn rest. 'Ihc 
Ihii ii! nrvi',- iravded on the Lord x Ddi/ ; bnl 
divine service was held on each Sabbath by 
two local preachers accompanying them, 
ainl they always recommenced their tedious 
.jnuiiioy on Monday inorniug refreshed and 
iiivii^orated l)y the brioj , interval. of rest to 
wliioh, by laws Ifiinm and divine, they 
were indisput.ibly un.i.iL'd. 

From the Lillooot Mud Lake Wagon- 
Road. 

From Mr. Wni. Walls, who came down 
on Wcdncsduy night, we learn that along tho 
line of tbis wagon-road, for a distance of 75 
miles, fifteen ranches bus bean taken up, at 
suoh distances as the tr'avolhig -poblio will 
find it most convoniont to rest at, and where 
there is ample feed fur animals. A large 
()uantity of hay has been slacked in pro[mru- 
tion lor tlie spring fei'd of aiiiinnl.i, 'I'ho 
ranches already prH-eniptcd vary fiom lOO 
t ) (500 acres, and Ihe soil is licli, but its 
adaplabilily lor agricnllunil crops has yot 
to bo proved. Hay grows' in great abund- 
ance on all the ranob< s. Capt. JVlartiey is 
erecting a fine hotel at tho foot of Pavillinn 
Mountain, and will aeeoiiiniodata Iravelers 
this fall with all the i;ecossario5 and many 
of the In.vuries of life — all raineil on his own 
farm williin a few hundred yards of the site 
which lie has chosen for his new hotel. Ten 
or fifteen other iiotels are being erected along 
the line uf the road. We have it upon the 
best authority that vrilh the pretent state of 
the road provisions will be sold at the Forki 
of (iiieiuello in the spring at Ihirly ceiils par 
pound. It is expected that if a sunicieni 
nniiiber of men vrinter in Cariboo lo warrant 
the e.vpense, that passenger and freight 
sleighs will bo run over the road during tbe 
coming winter. CutHtiC Valley, about 46 
miles from Lilluoet, contains a beautiful 
streteli ol land, 7 miles long and 4 miles 
broad--prairie, iiplaiul, and womloil, and lia.l 
a bcautilui stream of wall.'r riiniiiiig Ihiough 
ils centre. H.'lf of this river empties into 
(lie Ikiiiupaiie and Ihe other into tbe Fraser 
— tho strange anomaly of a river running 
nurdieasi at uuu end and soalhvvest at Ibe 
other being thus presented. 'A contract has 
been awarded by government for building a 
i>ridge across the Fraser at Parsonville. 

Bute Inlet Trail. 

KniToit lir.rri.sii Uor.cxisr : — Seeing little 
probability of tlio' trail being opened out it^ 
entire length this season, which I bad liepcd 
lo have been ablet to Bi(uquncc ; bad. been done 
and to have returned to Victoria over it t'tu 
Alc.vaiidriii, 1 determined to come back at 
once the same way that 1 weut, as by so doing 
1 could render good service lo the trail, lor in 
the hurry ul getting up the e.vpedilion many 
articles uf ab:j()Intu necessity and of vital im- 
I>urlance lo the work had been neglected or 
loigutteu, and 1 llicrclurc undertook to have 
them sent up with all dispatch. 

Tbc weather up to tho time of my leaving 
had been very line, and tlic work was [iros- 
puring well ; indeed, with very few exceplions, 
Mr. Waddiugtmi has been furliiaalein the men 
lie so hastily collected together. The survey- 
ing and engineering is ably eoiidueltd by .Mr. 
lirown, late of the Lionndaiy Commission ; 
the bridging, by Mr. fJreulun, ul the same 
corps, ; n line corps of a.xmen are under jMr. 
Flynn ; the graders arc ol all grades, with 
.seme very eflicienl nion among iliem ; the 
blasters have dona gooil service, two «'ts of 
drills having in ten days reduced tbc worit i 
spot known on tbe river trail, passable fur 
niules. The commissariat, a most, pcrliap.i ! 
the most important brincli of all, is under the j 
siipC'rinlendaiic(! of .Mr. Jvowe, anil ii r(;(|nires ■ 
cveiy exei'lion t« gel thu provisiuns lui uard ; 
the well known canoe .Shakes, w»i ked by Caii- 
lain Tlivin[i.son and six genuine sails, lias been 
very useful, indeed, 1 don't know what they 
would have done without her, as the Indians 
who bad engaged (or one month struck ut the 
end of a week. The men were in good health 
ami spirits, and only one accident luippfncd. a 
man cut Ids toe with an a.ve, bnl 1 a[ipi'eheiid 
no seriuus result. 

lam very glud I went to liutc lulcl ; be- 
cause, by travcrsiiig tlic valley several times 
irom river to niountaiBS, and fie: verxa, I ob- 
tained some useful local knowledge wdiicli will 
apiily to every valley eneuHed belwecn glacier 
mountains, and tench us at once that the soil 
is formed by the opcratioDS of Ihu snow gla- 
ciers on the muuntuins, aided by the torrent 
streams issuing from them, niid as the insan- 
tains arc generally granite in that regies, the 
sid}.stratuin is comiu'iiutcd granite, with a 
ouperincuinbent one of a few inches o( veg- 
tal)le debris ; thus, lillli; eaii be e.vpected from 
them lor ajjrienltural purpuscs; indetd, the 
India!, s say they cannot grow a potaloc iu 
thc'i , but have roconrse to alluvial islands. 

r..e piiiri faniiiy must bo very hardy, for oven 
wlieii ilic -raniie bus DO vcgetablo covering, 
trees of lai ^'c dimonaiou and vigordiis'grow'tb 
are met iviili iu great numbers. The base o!" 
the mountains is generally more or kvs eie- 
Kcenl shaped, and sometimes spurs j. ndown 
IVoiii them lo the river, when if sullicieiil do- 
tiitns Is not loiiiid to build li trail over, blast- 
ing is ii.(]nired lo gel over tbe rock. Some- 
times the Ujrreiil streams become obstriieleil 
in their pas.--iige to the river by fallen limber 
or otherwise, and sjuead over a eoiisideiablc 
extent, filling up accidental hollows and mak- 
ing permanent moist places, anrl sometimes 
swaiupE. Tliuso are thu real difticuitieii that 
l)rcsuul IhcMselves, and though I have seen 
none of lorinidable magnitude in the portion 
ol Bute Inlet valley that I have been orcr, it 
is allogelber too much lu aaauine a total ab- 
sence of them, while that valley is subject 
to tbe same accidents, and, 1 may say, gov- 
erned by the same laws us the others of tbc 
same character. In additimi lo the point knowu 
to recpiire lilasting, wc discovered auoiher ol 
the H.iine kind, and three swamps, two of ivhicli 
do not afi'ecl the trail, bui the other will re- 
fpiiro between two ana three himdrcd yards of 
corduroying where thq mountain cumcs blulUy 
down to it. Tbo swamps, where tbey do uot 
iutcrfci'o with the trail, aro really an advau- 
itagoj because gross issuro to exist about tbuin ; 
las far as I law, there was more grass tbaa ) 



o.xpodcd lu iiod, for tfaa c.Y!atcuue ol Auy seem- 
ed 10. bo datiblcd. 'I'liii real advantage of the 
Itutc Inlet Inlet Koilte 1 consider to consist of 
getting over the Cadcadc raiij;e, or ocean of 
muiinlnins. by a niueli .slioi ler disiaiice than 
farther north, where il would seem lo diverge 
inland. 

Nome precious lime was lost un Iho drifi 
datu across the tiver, or Ibe grajid-damned 
bairijr, us sorno'call iT. fl^'inay 'loo'K.'^ like 
presumption in ma to dillar vviih Mr. Wad- 
dmglon as to tho fucilily of rnnioving Ibis 
obstrui'liun, backed as his opinion is (lie 
says) by practical and wuiking men, but, 1 
vunturc lo express gruat doubts as lo Iho 
praotieabilily, and to assort ibat in the event 
of sucoens he has no conception of Ihe labor 
it would require ; be hSS laid Ibis work over 
till Iho »|iring, and gon.e up to o.vnniiue the 
mountain pass. I think 1 may safely as- 
Huma that there are by this time ton miles 
of the riviT trail opened ton feet wiilu, with 
Iho linilior removed but riol graded, and thai, 
judging from the partial measuroment al- 
le.idy made, this portion i(;ri,thV (^(kil|,'Gstirn- 
atnd at St) miles, will nut much exceed iH, 

Mr. Wnddinglon I'eeN the utmoat eon- 
lideuco ill the siieeess of his enlerpriza and 
I am inclined lo think and to hope he will 
uot be disappointed ; for his energy, ai;d 
activity, and the pluck ot a name cock lli.il 
he displays deservL- to be rewarded, lie is 
loo much disposed to view things 'through a 
ruso coliued p;lass, a.id lo regard the eoucep- 
tion and cteculiiin ol a favorito prujijcl as 
ay nuiiyiuon^, lor;;etling ll'.at ihoiiyli it i.i iiol 
an easy mailer lo give intelligent orders, it is 
fiei|uenily iiiiiiiitely in u'u dillicull to have 
Ihuni Carrie. I out. Celling Ilia provisions 
and ** inalcriul" forward will, 1 think, be the 
mosfc^diilioult part of the business, _ Tbis 
year lias been a very severe one for rivers : 
besides tho obstriiclions already known to 
oilai on the HoiiMlheeii, many others will 
no doubt bu found and render lrans|)urlaliun 
over it lo.-is easy than expecled. The nu- 
merous iiipids formed by trees fallen from 
the banks into the river render navigation 
slow and very tedious, and sometimes put a 
stop tu il altiigiUhcr. 

'i'o sum n;i — the navigation from Victoria 
to lUita Inlet is easy and sale, the shores of 
Ihc I iilel ai ipiita as inhuspiiable as those 
ul Buutiiick Ann, the bar at the ruoutb of 
Ihe river looks ugly al low water, A'hea 
inuoh of il is bare, but al high water vessels 
can carry 12 lo lo fuel over il, and anchor 
safely inside the river. As I have not much 
failli in tbo navigation of tho luwtr iK.rtion 
of tho river, let us add the reduced length of 
the river trail 25 iriiles lo thu ll8 miles land 
travel per prospectus and we have 143 miles, 
which by reduction uf distances ns in thu 
river trail would be reduced considerably 
bulow Mo miles. This, however, depends 
on a coniingoncy, the navigability of the 
nurtli fork and lake, making to;i;other 9.j 
miles. One thing is to a.ssert and another 
lu prove ; but if what is taken fur granted 
turns out as sniisfuclory as what has (been 
seen and tested, there is no doubt that Bute 
Inlet will be Ihe trail.

Farming in British Coiumbia.

EoiTon British Cui.unist: — Much has 
been wiilen Tn relation tu tbo "e.Uont" and 
''richness" of the mines of Uritish Columbia, 
both pro and con ; but in all the letters that 
I have had the pic.isure of reading, an in- 
loresl, equal if not greater than lliat of the 
''richness of the mines," lia.s beon totally 
overlooked by all. 1 rider t;i ihe agricnlliiral 
interests of British Columbia, whicli will at 
no distjinl ilay allrnct the atleniioii of hun- 
dreds of your popalaiiijn who now think Ihu 
colonies of British Columbia and Vancouver 
Inlailil incapable of nnidiinint; all the grain 
and produce required fur tlieir eonsumplion. 

'J'hc arroninus idea llmt many persons on- 
Inrtain on entering Ihe mines, of making a 
"pile" ill n little while, or even in one sea- 
son, has caused ninch lo be cireul.itad both 
at hdino ,ind abruml, lending to discourage 
iuiinigration lo Ihu eolonins; and although 
many aro now in your inid-t who seem lo 
be disappoiuled in llie cuunlry — and 1 be- 
liuvo tliu (|U«siion has been editorially ask- 
ed, "What will they do?" I will answer 
the question in this manner: Along the 
nntiro route of the Hrigade Trail there is a 
largo (iuanlity of ;^oud fanning l.ind, much 
pasture land ; and there has been harvested 
this seusuii over ono thousand Ions of good 
hay from the small amount of land claimed 
and ucciipied, There is also much land ly- 
ing idle upon which can be raised almost all 
kinds of vegetables. This alone will give 
cniployinenl to many hundreds w!io may yet 
arrive iu these Colonies. 

This season 1 was compelled by sickness 
to reniaiu at one of the ranches or farms in 
liritisli Columbia, which is well known to 
all who have traveled lliruugh the country us 
the best lionsa in the country, and Ibe gon- 
llomaiily proprietor took every pains to show 
me tho gardiii and fiolds, in which was as 
line a crop of oat? aiul barley, togelher '.viih 
all kinds of vegetables, as 1 have ever seen 
on this coast. This is known as ihe Heaver 
I.ako Ranch. I also found exi:ellent crops 
at Williams l,akc ; and, in laci, al all the 
rancboH where any iinproveinenls had been 
made. The eonntry from Williani'i Lake lo 
liridge Creek, a ilislance of aboet seventy 
niile.s, is level and as favorable-looking in 
ovary respect for farmiiig as any occupied 
land in British Columbia. This, if entered 
and cultivated, will certainly give profilable 
employment to many. Let all who are hare 
and all who may coino, who have no desire 
lo try tlin mines of Cariboo, turn their atten- 
tion to fariniiig.
